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DAMAGE BY FLOOD. 


Several New England Rivers Doing 
Damage. 


Large Number of Logs Carried Away at Bellows Falls, Vt. 
—~-The Kennebec Very High, and Steamer Navigation 
Suspended—Log Drives Held Up at 
Gardiner, Me. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

GARDINER, Me., May 21.—The past week’s rain and 
the melting snows have overflowed the streams ana 
brooks emptying into the Kennebec. until the river is at 
freshet pitch. The navigation of the river by steamer has 
been suspended, as it is regarded as dangerous. 

Lumbermen are experiencing considerable difficulty in 
making up their rafts. The Berlin Mills Company has 
300,000 feet of logs in the Hallowell boom which it had 
been trying to get into rafts and float to the Farmingdale 
Mill before the Dead River drives arrive. The company 
has been forced to suspend operations, owing to the high 
water. 

At Moosehead Lake, in order to relieve the pressure, 
twenty-four of the thirty gates have been opened, and, in 
all probability, the other six will have to be opened by 
to-morrow. There is still a large amount of snow in the 
woods, 

The freshet, which started about a month ago, was 
stopped by the unusually cold weather, but it is not likely 
that the rise of water will again be stopped by that means. 
At Moosehead Lake they have been obliged to stop sluic- 
ing logs, as the river has been rising since Wednesday. 

From Saturday night to Sunday night the river at 
Augusta rose 7 inches, and is nearly as high now as 
at any time during the spring. The upper wharves there 
are entirely submerged, and the lower wharves soon will 
be. At Waterville there is a backwater of 30 inches.

The log drive of the International Paper Company 
boomed here, and containing over 6,000,000 feet of logs, 
broke away this afternoon. Before new booms could be 
strung 2,000,000 feet of logs had passed through the falls 
and are on their way down the river. 


The Van Dyke drive of over 60,000,000 feet is being held 
at Wells River, and fears are entertained that the booms 
there will not stand the strain on them.

CANADIAN PAPER TRADE. 


Publishers Complain of Paper Man- 
ufacturers’ Combination. 


They Ask the Government to Investigate the Matter, and 
Allege That They Have Evidence to Prove Their 
Case—The Eddy Company Rebuilding—The 
Paper Makers’ Association. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





Toronto, May 2 
Government to temporarily remove the duty on paper, so 
as to break the present price, the newspaper publishers 
have gone on a new tack. At a meeting of the executive 
committee of the Canadian Press Association, held here 
last Friday, it was decided to fight the recently formed 
paper manufacturers’ association. Some of the members 
of the press complain of exorbitant prices. Publishers 
of small dailies in Ontario have been asked 4 cents for 
news, and they have urged their association to do some- 
thing. The result of Friday’s meeting has been expressed 
in the following resolution: 

That the executive of the Canadian Press Associa- 
tion believe that a combine now exists among Cana- 
dian paper manufacturers, the effect of which is to un- 
duly increase the price of news and printing paper, con- 
trary to Section 18 of the Customs Tariff Act of 1897. 
that this executive is prepared to submit witnesses and 
evidence in support of this statement, and we therefore 
respectfully ask that the Government order an_investi- 
gation under Section 18 and sub-sections of the Cus- 
toms Tariff Act, 1897, with a view to ameliorating the 
existing conditions. 

If the Government orders an investigation, it remains 
for the appointed judge to say whether the paper makers’ 
association has or has not unduly enhanced prices. If 
the judge decides against the paper makers, the Govern- 
ment has power to suspend or reduce the duties. The 
possibility of this occurring is very remote. It has never 
yet been done in this country, and probably will not be 
done in this instance. 

I understand that E. B. Eddy has secured the backing 
of the Bank of Montreal, our greatest financial institution, 
and has decided to rebuild on a larger scale. A tem- 
porary office has been built, and a huge machine shop is 
under way. New grinders have been ordered and two 
paper machines have already been bought. It is certain 
that within three months the Eddy Company will again 
be producing news paper. It will take longer to get the 
larger and more expensive machines, necessary for book 
papers and paper bags. It is a great undertaking for a 
man over seventy years of age, but he was always noted 
for his remarkable energy. In W. H. Rowley, Mr. Eddy 
has an enterprising and progressive manager. 

The Laurentide Company is now supplying two Mon- 
treal and three Toronto dailies. Most of these contracts 
have been made at 2.60 cents. The Montreal Star is lucky 
in having a three years’ contract with the Canada Paper 
Company at less than 2 cents. 

The Spanish River Pulp Company announces that it has 
sent a gang of men up to the Spanish River Falls, to clear 
ground for a mill. A spur line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad will be built at once, so as to carry in supplies 
and machinery. 

The Paper Makers’ Association had a meeting in Mon- 
treal, on Friday and Saturday. I have been unable to find 
out exactly what business was done, but the prices of wrap-

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REPORTS FROM PAPER CENTRES. 


As a Rule Business Is Reported Quiet—Mill Men Show a 
Determination to Keep Their Machines Idle 
Rather Than Reduce Prices. 


Quotations in the New York market remain 
about the same as those of last week. News paper is cer- 
tainly stronger than it was. This is due principally to 
the partial destruction of the Lloyds’ mill in England. 
A little improvement is reported this week in the better 
grades of book papers. The really strong feature of the 
market is the determination of manufacturers to shut down 
their mills rather than lower their prices. While the clos- 
ing of the mills is confined to the section of the country 
west of Buffalo, still its effect is felt all over the country. 
The fact that all the board mills are going to be shut down 
next month has had the effect of stiffening the market on 
boards. This stimulus was needed very much, as there 
were rumors afloat that the list prices were being departed 
from, although up to date the proof of the cutting has not 
been set forth. 


Business Dull at Holyoke.

Paper trade in Holyoke is dull. There can be no doubt 
as to that. The mill of the Beebe & Holbrook Company 
Division of the American Writing Paper Company shut 
down Saturday night for a week at least and it may be 
longer. This is one of the old established mills and its 
shutdown is significant. It is stated that the policy of the 
American Writing Paper Company is to shut down mills 
when demand is dull, rather than to stock up paper ahead. 
This accounts for the shutdowns. 

Incidentally it may be noted that the mills not in the 
American Writing Paper Company have a falling off in 
orders. The coarser mills are busier, but all fine writings 
seem to be quiet. It is about time for the dull season 
in paper making, only it is coming on earlier this year.

Miami Writing Paper Market Stronger.

Dayton, Ohio, May 21.—The writing market is stronger 
this week than it has been for some time. At least this is 
true among the independent concerns. In the combina- 
tion mills prices are firm, but orders are not as plentiful 
as they have been. The mills of the American Company 
at Franklin and Excello have been closed for a consider- 
able period at times, the management, it is presumed, act- 


ing upon orders from the East. The explanation at hand 
is substantially that it is preferred to curtail production and 
secure a higher price.

o. b. Dayton, it is said to have been shaded in the recent 
past. This price is regarded as a meagre one by many 
manufacturers. Members of the trade who have just re- 
turned from the East, North and West say that different 
ptices appear to rule in their respective neighborhoods. 
While it is the general impression that news paper has 
been going down, these gentlemen assert that prices have 
been maintained fairly well in many sections. M. V. 





Mixed Conditions in Chicago.

CuicaGo, May 21.—The markets this week are in a mixcu 
condition. With about all the mill men talking of clos- 
ing their mills for periods ranging from a week to twenty 
days, the appearance of things in the Chicago paper trade 
does not seem to be very good. The mill men are com- 
plaining that where a few months ago the only question 
customers would ask was: ‘How soon can you get these 
goods for me?” they are now twirling their thumbs and 
haggling over the price.

APPLETON, Wis., May 21.—Of course the action of the 
book makers in ordering another shutdown is the 
feature of this market, the action of the manila men 
however, being almost of equal importance. As a rule 
there is a fair supply of orders coming to hand, and manu- 
facturers hold tenaciously to their views on prices, insist- 
ing that lower figures will not admit of a profit.

THE TRANSATLANTIC TRADE. 


American Opportunity for a Coal Market—Proposed Com- 
binations of the Tub-Sized and of the 
Esparto Using Mills. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

Lonpon, May 15.—The coal situation is still interest- 
ing, but as there has been no change since my last letter 
I will only refer to it here. There can no longer be any 
doubt that America’s opportunity to secure a Kuropean 
market for her coal has come. The feeling here is that 
never again, except when very dull times prevail widely, 
will Great Britain be able to supply her own and the Con- 
tinental demand for coal. 

A remark generally heard.in the trade these last few 
days is that the annual meeting of the Paper Makers’ 
Association was successful but not interesting. Prac- 
tically nothing was considered at the business meeting 
except the report of the General Council, and the discus- 
sion of that was brief and perfunctory. All sorts of good 
cheer pervaded the banquet, but nothing notable was said. 

After the adjournment of the regular meeting a secret 
session was held, at which there was discussed a proposal to 
combine into one large company all the different tub-sized 
paper mills in England and Scotland. A well-known pro- 
moter has the scheme in hand, but it will take some time 
to get it into working operation. The details of the plan 
have not yet been made known to the public. 

There is also a proposal to combine the principal 
esparto using mills in Scotland, but this, like the other 
scheme, is not yet in very definite shape, and the mill men 
have not even discussed it yet. 

The import and export figures are somewhat interest- 
ing. In the first four months of this year we imported 
paper to the value of £1,438,238, as against £1,155,453 in 
the corresponding time last year, a considerable increase, 
while in the first four months of this year we exported 
paper to the value of £509,686, an increase as compared 
with the business of the first four months of last year, 
when the exports aggregated £485,417. 

In the market conditions there is nothing new to report. 
Sulphite and soda fibres continue scarce and dear, and 
while the March deliveries of mechanical pulp were some- 
what larger than they were in the corresponding month 
last year, the bulk of the arrivals were sold before ship- 
ment and there are no loose lots on the market. It is 
difficult to get supplies of any kind of pulp, and Scandi- 
navian makers are firm in their views, showing no inclina- 
tion to accept lower offers. 

The brown paper makers’ section of the Paper Makers’ 
Association held a meeting last month. It has just been 
disclosed that there was a small attendance, and that while 
it was resolved to advance prices £1 a ton, only six firms 
signed the agreement, some of those present, however, not 
being empowered to bind their companies. The advance, 
however, will be enforced. 

We have been having a good many fires here. I have 
before me a record of six in paper mills and of five in 
paper, paper stock and stationery establishments. It 
seems that the fire losses are unusually frequent this year, 
and some of them have been heavy. BRITON.

Acting on instructions from the home oftice, I have in- 
vestigated the statements made in the local news columns 
of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, in the issue of May 3, and 
find that they are incorrect. 

One of the statements referred to was that there was 
to be a general reduction of the salaries of the superin- 
tendents and heads of divisions of the American Writing 
Paper Company. I have the best of authority for saying 
that this rumor is without foundation. In the first place, 
the salaries mentioned in the item are ridiculously in- 
flated. No such salaries are paid to the employees men- 
tioned. In the second place, there has been and is no 
intention to change the salaries that are paid. 

The other rumor referred to was as to alleged -griev- 
ances of New York paper stock houses against the Ameri- 
can Writing Paper Company. I find on investigation that 
there is no more friction in this direction than there usually 
is between buyer and seller where competition is keen. 
It is true that the American Writing Paper Company has 
established certain rules for the guidance of its purchasing 
agents. These rules are not unreasonable and they are 
perfectly well known. Dealers who sell to the American 
Writing Paper Company know that they sell subject to 
these conditions, and if the conditions are not satisfactory 
it is always within their discretion to refuse to sell, or to 
sell elsewhere. In general the relations between the Writ- 
ing Paper Company and the paper stock dealers are satis- 
factory.

The Miami Book Paper Market.

Dayton, Ohio, May 21.—Miami Valley makers of book 
paper returned from the Chicago meeting the latter part 
of last week with faces wreathed in smiles. Apparently 
the session of the Western Book Paper Manufacturers’ 
Association was not discordant, and all had observed the 
“gentlemen’s agreement.” The said “agreement” i.as 
been the bone of contention many times in years past, 
when the temptation to violate the same was too great 
for vacillating tradesmen, but generally the breaking of 
faith came in establishing prices. It is much more difficult 
to observe a fixed quotation on goods than to agree upon 
a matter such as engaged the attention of the book men 
in Chicago. 

In compliance with the decision, the book mills in this 
valley will be closed for one week, beginning May 27 and 
continuing until the following Sunday. However, none 
of the book mills are operated on Sunday in the West, and 
the suspension begins, in reality, Monday morning, May 
28, and continues until the following Saturday evening. 

It is understood that most of the mill men in this sec- 
tion, and, for that matter, in Michigan, Wisconsin and II- 
linois, are heartily in favor of the plan adopted—viz., of 
closing every third week until the market is relieved. With 
materials at the present price, it is impossible to reduce 
quotations, and it is deemed eminently more proper to de- 
crease the production. 

Most of the mills in this valley had plenty of orders this 
week, and there was no change in prices. M. V. 





Further Shutdowns May Be Necessary. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App_eton, Wis., May 21.—As was foreshadowed in this 
correspondence last week, the book paper manufacturers of 
the West, at their meeting in Chicago on the 16th, decided 
to shut down for another week, beginning May 27. It was 
felt at the meeting that this would be the last shutdown 
necessary, but this is of course a matter which the future 
only can absolutely determine. It would not be at all sur- 
prising if it should be found later that further shutdowns 
were advisable. If the market needs it, it may be set down 
as a certainty that the shutdowns will occur, as no reduc- 
tion is possible to be made in the cost of making paper, and 
there can consequently be no reduction in its selling price. 

So far as the effect of the first shutdown is concerned, it 
may be said that a toning of the market is noticcable, 
though business is still quiet. Orders that are coming in, 
such as they are, seem to be urgent, and jobbers require 
that they shall be filled before the next shutdown. One 
manufacturer told me that incoming business to-day had 


been better than any previous day for two months, but this 
could scarcely be taken as the rule at the mills, as most of 
them report business as being very quiet. 

One thing that is going to be a help to the book business 
in this neighborhood shortly in the placing of several 
very large contracts, one of them amounting to 1,000,000 
pounds, which are usually awarded in February or March, 
but have this year been held over, probably in the hope of 
getting lower prices. These orders cannot longer be de- 
layed and are expected to be placed this week or next, and 
will make a very considerable addition to the amount of 
business coming to the mills. Reports have come to the 
ears of some of the manufacturers that a part of the antici- 
pated effect of the recent shutdown was nullified by the 
action of certain Chicago jobbers, who advised their cus- 
tomers to wait a bit before placing orders, telling them

TO EXPLORE TIMBER PRESERVES. 


The Ontario Government to Investigate Its Forest Region 
—How and by Whom the Work Will Be 
Carried On. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.| i 

NraGARA FAs, May 22.—The Ontario Government is 
evidently in earnest regarding its investigation of the tim- 
ber limit of the Province and proposes to know something 
of its pulp wood preserves. About June 1 the exploration 
and surveying parties to be sent out will start for the 
northern wilds. At a meeting of the Cabinet Council, 
held last week, arrangements were perfected, and the en- 
gineers who are to lead the parties were appointed. There 
will be ten exploring and surveying parties. The first will 
be under F. B. Speight, of Toronto, and will take in the 
Atitibi River and lake district. This party will work to 
survey an astronomical line. A. Niven, of Haliburton, will 
continue Mr. Speight’s work to the Missanabie River. 
The third party will explore the Kabinakagami River dowa 
to and including the Moose River, and will be directed by 
H. S. Davidson, of Sarnia. The work laid out for the 
fourth party includes from Jack Fish Bay to Long Lake, 
thence down the Kenogami to Albany River and on to 
James Bay. William Galbraith, of Bracebridge, will have 
charge. T. M. Tiernan, of Tilbury, leads an outfit from 
Lake Nepigon up the Ombahika River and down the AI- 
bany. Party No. 6 with James Robertson, of Glencoe, as 
chief, will start from Lake Nepigon at Wabinosh Bay 
through the chain of lakes, across the height of land, down 
the Albany River and up again to Lake St. Joseph and 
Savant River and lake. The next party will be captained 
by H. B. Proudfoot, of Fort William, and will go from 
Dinorwic on the Canadian Pacific Railway in the Rainy 
River district up to Lake Minnietakie and along the Root 
River, taking in all the country. A micrometer and track 
survey of Sturgeon Lake is to be made. 

David Beatty, of Parry Sound, with his assistants, will 
explore southwest of Lake Nepigon to Dog Lake and up 
the Gull River. That section of country and the many 
lakes between Wabigoon and Rat Portage, north of the 
Canadian Pacific, will be surveyed by T. R. Deacon and 
party, of Rat Portage. Messrs. Demorest and Sylvester, 
of Sudbury, will explore between Lake Temagami and the 
Montreal River. W. E. T. 


Meeting of Fibre Paper Men.

decided upon. The fibre men are in the same boat with 
makers of other kinds of paper, and say they prefer to 
shut down rather than cut prices.

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PAPER AND PULP EXPORTS. 


Foreign Business of the Various Countries—Tables Showing 
the Value of Trade Beyond Their Home Require- 
ments— Largest Buyers. 


The Philadelphia Commercial Museum has just issued 
a timely pamphlet devoted to the world’s export trade 
in paper and pulp, which, in view of the increased value 
in the export trade, is of interest. It points out that while 
the United States is the greatest producer of paper, it 
ranks sixth as an exporter, being outstripped by Germany, 
France, Great Britain, Belgium and Austria-Hungary. 

In discussing the general question the pamphlet says: 

“In round numbers the worid’s export trade in wood 
pulp, paper and manufactures of paper during the year 
ending Vecember 31, 1899, had a vaiue of $91,000,000. Of 
this $91,000,000 the United States, which is the greatest 


paper producer in the world, secured business valued at 


$6,255,211, being outranked by the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, Germany, France, Belgium, 
Sweden, Norway and Austria-Hungary. 

“These figures, both as regards our proportion of the 
gross trade and our rank as a trading nation, indicate 
very clearly that others have succeeded where we have 
failed. But the full extent of the great world’s paper 
markets, in which we now play so small a part, can be 
fully realized only when account is taken of the circum- 
stance that the greatest producers of paper, Great Britain 
and Germany, are also the greatest consumers of paper. 
In other words, the measure of Great Britain’s annual 
ability to consume paper is represented by the enormous 
total of 1,000,000 tons, although her net imports indicate 
foreign buying of only 100,000 tons. Germany’s produc- 
tion in 1899 of paper and articles made of paper, and of 
wood pulp, had a value of about $137,000,000, while her 
imports during the same period were only $3,635,000. 

The first table presented shows the export oi paper and 
manufactures of paper by the various countries in the cal- 
endar years 1897, 1898 and 1899. It is as follows:

The export trade of the United States in paper has 
shown a steady growth. For the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1890, it aggregated $1,226,686; for the year ended June 
30, 1895, it aggregated $2,185,257, while in the year ended 
June 30, 1899, it rose to $5,477.884. The United Kingdom 
is, of course, our biggest customer, and in the year ended 
June 30, 1899, we sold her wood pulp to the value of $389,- 
471; printing paper, $991,245; writing paper and envelopes, 
$20,242; paper hanging, $50,368, and all other grades, $850,- 
360. In the same time Germany took $41,530 worth of our 
wood pulp, $3,581 worth of printing paper, $838 of writing 
paper and envelopes, $556 of paper hangings and $65,434 of 
all other grades. Of printing paper, British Australasia 
took $859,837 worth, of writing paper $8,971, of paper hang. 
ings $1,361, and of all other grades $228,723. 

Great Britain’s chief buyer was. Australasia, which in 
1899 took $1,494,785 worth of writing or printing paper and 
envelopes, and $470,640 worth of all other descriptions of

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paper, other heavy purchasers being British Africa and 
France. The United States in 1899 only purchased $63,590 
worth of British writing or printing paper and envelopes, 
and $141,010 worth of all other grades. 

Austria-Hungary during 1899 exported 84,552,820 pounds 
of wood pulp, of which Italy took 23,218,140 pounds, 
France, 21,796,060 pounds; Germany, 18,474,940 pounds, 
and Russia, 10,579,360 pounds, only 273,020 pounds coming 
to the United States. Of writing and printing paper made 
in Austria-Hungary Turkey took in 1899, 9,013,840 pounds ; 
British India, 4,734,620 pounds; Great Britain, 3,911,380 
pounds; Egypt, 2,577,520 pounds; Bulgaria, 2,449,920 
pounds; Servia, 2,156,000 pounds, and Germany, 1,900,580 
pounds, while of other grades of Austrian paper, Germany 
took 14,261,700 pounds; Italy, 13,981,200 pounds; Turkey, 
12,268,520 pounds; British India, 10,744,580 pounds; Great 
Britain, 9,303,240 pounds; Hamburg, 9,123,400 pounds, and 
Servia, 2,058,540 pounds. The United States only bought 
52,140 pounds of Austrian printing and writing paper, and 
443,740 pounds of other grades. 

France is Germany’s chief buyer of wood pulp, she last 
year taking 35,421,540 pounds, the quantities taken by other 
heavy .buyers being Russia, 22,864,360 pounds; Great 
Britain, 17,396,940 pounds; Netherlands, 11,626,780 pounds; 
Belgium, 10,366,180 pounds, and Sweden, 6,230,840 pounds. 
Only 2,392,940 pounds came to the United States. In 
writing and printing paper Germany’s main exports were 
to Great Britain, 20,151,780 pounds; to Argentine Republic, 
7,171,780 pounds; to Brazil, 6,764,120 pounds; to Nether- 
lands, 6,744,540 pounds; to Japan, 3,401,640 pounds; to 
Norway, 1,497,540 pounds; to Sweden, 1,029,600 pounds, 
and to Uruguay, 1,375,880 pounds. Of other grades of 
paper, 64,939,160 pounds went to Great Britain; 23,153,900 
pounds to Netherlands; 15,073,520 pounds to Austria-Hun- 
gary; 11,580,360 pounds to Belgium; 5,721,100 pounds to 
Denmark; 4,388,320 pounds to Brazil; 4,980,360 pounds to 
Switzerland; 4,647,500 pounds to Sweden; 3,050,740 pounds 
to Italy, and 6,761,700 pounds to the United Staies. 

Most of the wood pulp exported from Belgium in 1899, 
went to France, that country taking 21,310,137 pounds, the 
next largest buyer being Russia, which took 7,423,539 
pounds, the account of the United States showing 1,040,325 
pounds. Of Belgian paper exported, 38,871,659 pounds 
went to Great Britain; 12,026,984 pounds to Netherlands; 
3,865,807 pounds to Brazil; 3,573,176 pounds to British 
India; 3,480,043 pounds to France; 3,468,896 pounds to 
Spain; 2,796,600 pounds to Japan; 2,687,187 pounds to Ar- 
gentine Republic, and 970,600 pounds to the United States. 

In 1899, Canada sent most of the wood pulp which she ex- 
ported to Great Britain, the account aggregating $671,704, 
while that of the United States aggregated $578,329. Of 
the Canadian pulp wood the United States was the largest 
buyer, our purchases aggregating $876,690 out of a total 
export valued at $912,041. 

In her export department in 1898, Sweden sent 188,029,- 
131 pounds of wood pulp to Great Britain; 46,701,485 
pounds to France; 40,286,758 pounds to Belgium; 35,387,- 
279 pounds to Germany; 29,874,024 pounds to Denmark; 
23,125,329 pounds to Norway; 22,644,646 pounds to the 
Netherlands; while of paper in the same year she sent 66,- 
626,830 pounds to Great Britain, 10,241,501 pounds to Ger- 
many, and 3,820,284 pounds to Belgium. 

In 1898 Norway sent 522,155,343 pounds of wood pulp 
to Great Britain, 95,595,610 pounds to France, 59,718,890 
pounds to Belgium, 21,126,666 pounds to Spain and 17,470,- 
673 pounds to Denmark. Of the paper which she ex- 
ported 66,255,153 pounds went to Great Britain, 14,466,768 
pounds to Germany, 5,026,199 pounds to Sweden and 
2,779,235 to the Netherlands. 

Finland’s largest customers for wood pulp in 1898 were 
Germany, which took 5,066,941 pounds; France, 3,688,845 
pounds, and Great Britain, 2,589,100 pounds. In paper 
her largest exports in 1898 consisted of 15,956,969 pounds 
to Great Britain, 14,840,920 pounds to Germany and 1,757,- 
063 pounds to Denmark. 

Italy during 1899 had among her largest customers for 
paper Central and South America, 8,398,280 pounds; 
Egypt, 7,325,780 pounds; Turkey, 3,798,300 pounds, and 
Austria-Hungary, 3,076,700 pounds. 

Some of the details of France’s export trade in paper 


‘in 1899 are as follows: To Belgium, 13,479,400 pounds; 


to Algeria, 12,758,240 pounds; to Great Britain, 8,773,600 
pounds; to Brazil, 4,757,060 pounds; to Turkey, 3,243,900 
pounds; to Spain, 2,965,160 pounds; to Switzerland, 
2,779,480 pounds, and to Argentine Republic, 1,629,760 
pounds. 

In 1898 Switzerland sent 8,831,900 pounds of wood pulp 
to France, 1,262,140 pounds to Germany, 1,176,380 pounds 
to Italy. In the same year she sent 846,120 pounds of 
paper to Great Britain, 395,120 pounds to France, and 108,- 
460 pounds to Italy. 

The statistics from Spain as to 1898 and 1899 are in- 
complete, but those for 1897 show that among other ship- 
ments she sent 12,541,609 pounds of paper to Cuba, her 
largest customer, 2,424,048 pounds to Puerto Rico, 2,238,- 
go8 pounds to Philippine Islands, and 1,585,808 pounds to 
Mexico. 
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Myrick PLUMMER. 


Myrick Plummer, who was until recently the head of the 
paper house of M. Plummer & Co., 45 Beekman street, 
this city, died from a stroke of apoplexy on Thursday 
afternoon of last week, at his home, 18 East Sixty-eighth 
street. Mr. Plummer was sixty-five years of age. 

He was born at Pittston, Kennebec County, Me., in 
1835. After receiving a common school education he went 
to Boston, Mass., where he worked for three years for 
Jonas Chickering, the father of the piano manufacturing 
business in this country. Later, the youthful Plummer 
journeyed to California, to seek his fortune. There he re- 
mained for five years. Having saved about $2,000, he came 
East again and decided to start on his own hook in the 
paper business. This he did by opening a little store on 
John street. Mr. Plummer began just thirty-five years 
ago on the 13th of this month his successful career in a 
very small way. He did all his own work, even to keep- 
ing the accounts. These, by the way, were not very 
numerous, as for a long time Mr. Plummer kept them in 
a little brown covered book. Of this book, the evidence

of the small beginning of the house, Mr. Plummer was par- 
ticularly fond, and used to take pleasure in referring to it 
in conversation with his friends, 

After a time Mr. Plummer formed a copartnership with 
a Mr. Spaulding, under the firm style of Plummer & 
Spaulding. Their store was then at 161 William street. 
In 1871 Mr. Spaulding retired from the firm. From that 
time the business of the house has always been done under 
the name of M. Plummer & Co. In 1882 Mr. Plummer 
gave three of his old employees, Messrs. Cook, Munger 
and Dart, an interest in the business. This done, Mr. 
Plummer and his wife went abroad for about a year. In 
1892 Mr. Plummer purchased the six story building, No. 
45 Beekman street, which he occupied as a warehouse. 

Last March Mr, Plummer was compelled to retire from 
active work on account of a stroke of apoplexy. Since 
then he had been living quietly at his home. On Thursday 
of last week a second stroke came, and to its effect his 
death is due. He leaves a widow. 

He was a member of the Chamber of Commerce and be- 
longed to the New England Society and the Lotos Club. 
He was a director of the Pacific Insurance Company. 

The funeral was held on Sunday, at 2 o’clock, at his late 
home, and the interment was in Woodlawn Cemetery. 


Accidents. 

Charles Steeles, of the Wausau (Wis.) Mills Company, 
had one of his arms seriously injured in the machinery last 
week. 

William W. Peterson, a millwright at the Marinette and 
Menominee Paper Company’s No. 2 pulp mill, Menomi- 
nee, Wis., was caught in a belt a few days ago and car- 
ried over the pulley. The body was literally torn to pieces. 
Deceased was twenty-three years old. 

A fatal accident occurred at the mill of the Racquette 
River Paper Company, Unionville, N. Y., last Wednes- 
day morning at about 2 o’clock. Austin Carpenter, one 
of the employees of the mill, was stooping down near a 
revolving shaft when the collar of his sweater caught, and 
the unfortunate victim was whirled around the shaft sev- 
eral times before the machinery could be stopped. Medi- 
cal assistance was summoned, but not a bruise could be 
found on the man’s body, neither did he suffer any pain. 
Evidently the spine was injured, for some hours later the 
body from the waist down became paralyzed, and death 
ensued on Thursday morning. Deceased was about twen- 
ty-two years old.

It is stated that the Diem & Wing Paper Company has 
purchased a piece of property, corner of Elm and McFar- 
land streets, Cincinnati, Ohio, and will erect thereon a big 
paper warehouse. 

F. J. Single, agent and jobber in paper, paper bags, blank 
books and stationery, recently located at 515 and 517 South 
Clinton street, Syracuse, N. Y., has moved into his new 
store, No. 328 West Fayette street. 

The York Wall Paper Company, York, Pa., is erecting 
a new brick building 100 feet long, 40 feet wide and one 
story high, on the west side of the present factory. The 
building will be used as a drying room. 

Hartje Brothers, paper manufacturers, are negotiating 
for the Armstrong-McKelvey plot, corner of Wood street 
and Second avenue, Pittsburg, Pa., and if they secure it, 


will build a warehouse on it, to adjoin their present quar- 
ters.

The Dayton (Ohio) Folding Box Company has filed 
its answer in the suit of George T. Sampson for $10,000 
damages for injuries sustained, denying negligence or 
responsibility on its part, and charges him with careless- 
ness. Sampson was seriously injured while unloading 
paper.

This journal claims to use in its 
morning and evening editions some 11 acres of wood- 
land, producing about 7,000 feet to the acre. For that 
day, therefore, something like 280,000 feet of timber were 
used for supplying reading matter to New York by this 
one paper alone.

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WESTERN STRAW PAPER MARKET. 


Prices Again Restored—Manufacturers Meet and Reach 
an Agreement—The Output to Be Regulated, and 
Mills to Be Shut Down if Necessary. 


, [rRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Cuicaco, May 21.—The high price of straw for straw 
board and paper manufacture, or rather the scarcity of 
raw material in the sections from which it is most usually 
furnished, has caused shutdown talk among the straw 
board and straw paper men, who claim that the increased 
cost of straw is cutting into their profits to such an extent 
that they are likely to find themselves doing business for 
honor and glory, rather than for profit. The straw paper 
manufacturers of the West held a meeting this week at the 
office of F. K. Moody & Co. in Chicago and discussed the 
question of a further rise in prices. 

The makers of straw board are discussing the question of 
a temporary shutdown, but have as yet arrived at no very 
definite decision. A determination will be reached, how- 
ever, at an early date, it is predicted. M. 





Miami Straw Paper Conditions. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Dayton, Ohio, May 21.—Another transformation has 
been effected in the straw paper market. Prices have been 
reinstated after a brief struggle on a lower scale and the 
trade is again jubilant. However, there have been some 
lively times in straw paper Circles of the West in the past 
seven days. 

A meeting was held at Chicago, in which tradesmen 
from this section were largely interested, but no agree- 
ment was reached. At least, no immediate decision was 
made, and the various manufacturers returned to their 
This occurred the latter part of last week.

The sum and substance of the session was that prices 
were placed a peg higher, and by the time this is in print 
straw paper makers and dealers will forget that they ever 
dropped $4 a ton just to make quotations as low as several 
mills which are right now in a plight. According to the 
statements of those in a position to know the matter of in- 
creasing prices was planned even before the reduction, 
and as this fact was quietly whispered about, the sales 
during .the prevailing cut in prices were small, and the 
consequent losses correspondingly unimportant. 

Another plan agreed upon was the regulation of supply, 
and decisive steps toward the closing of mills were taken. 
Some of the mills in the Middle West suspended this 
week. 

Continuous operation in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and 
Michigan has been impossible, however, for several 
months, owing to the lack of straw, and the market is 
likely to remain somewhat stagnant until after the fall 
harvesting. As long as there is any raw product at hand, 
the Straw Paper Manufacturers’ Association of the United 
States proposes to regulate the supply of the finished 
product, and this means that it will govern the prices.

A Fly-Wheel Bursts. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

York, Pa., May 21.—A large fly-wheel on an engine in 
the Spring Grove Paper Mills, Spring Forge, this county, 
burst about 11 o’clock last Wednesday, killing one man 
instantly, seriously injuring another and wrecking the roof 
of the engine room. 

It is supposed that the governor on the engine became 
inoperative, and the high speed at which the engine then 
ran caused the bursting of the wheel. One piece of the 
wheel weighed about 400 pounds and was hurled through 
the roof and 100 feet into the air, alighting on the roof 


of an adjacent building of the mills, breaking through 
it. A piece weighing 200 pounds was thrown through a 
wall and across a meadow a distance of 300 yards. Eight 
smaller pieces penetrated the roof at various points, pro- 
ducing ragged holes. 

George Ernst, a helper on a large machine in the room 
where the explosion occurred, was in the. act of turning off 
the steam, evidently to avert the disaster, when a flying 
fragment of the bursting wheel struck him, killing him in- 
stantly. He was frightfully mangled. Harry Stover, the 
foreman of the department, was struck by flying pieces and 
had a number of ribs broken and sustained internal injuries. 

The noise caused by the bursting wheel was terrific, 
startling the inhabitants of the town from their houses and 
causing consternation throughout the mills. York.

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SULPHITE MANUFACTURERS MEET. 


They Agree to Regulate Their Production by the Calls of 
Their Customers—They Will Reduce Output 
and if Necessary Shut Down. 


The sulphite manufacturers held their regular monthly 
meeting at the Hotel Manhattan in this city last week. 
The report of the meeting, as made by a number of the 
gentlemen who attended, is in substance that as the situ- 
ation in the sulphite market had not changed materially 
within the past thirty days, there was no cause for any 
action by the manufacturers. It is said that the old story 
of “no surplus” was reiterated again this month. This 
report, in the face of the shutdown of the book mills, is 
somewhat surprising, as it was expected that some sul- 
phite would be stocked up at the mills in consequence. 
As an explanation of this seeming inconsistency it is said 
that Mr. Burgess has taken another large contract for 
export. This, it is claimed, has relieved the market of 
the dangers attending an overproduction. But while all 
danger on that score may have been averted for the time 
being, it is stated on good authority that there will be too 
much sulphite in the market within the next thirty days 
unless its production is curtailed. The reason given for 
this prospective surplus is the fact that the Western book 
mills are to shut down for another week, and the mills 
making butchers’ and No. 2 manilas are also to be shut 
down for twenty days, beginning on the 2oth of this 


It is evident that the closing of all these mills 
This 


month. 
will seriously lessen the consumption of sulphite. 
fact is admitted. 

In order to meet the new situation it is said that the 
sulphite manufacturers have agreed to regulate their pro- 
duction by their orders; that is, each mill is to turn out 
only enough to fill its orders and no more. By the adop- 
tion of this plan of campaign the market will be kept 
rather bare of sulphite. If by means of it the present 
quotations in sulphite cannot be maintained, it is said that 
the mills will be shut down. But the manufacturers say 
that they have no fear that they will be driven to that 
extremity. 

In the local market handlers of sulphite report that be- 
ginning last week there was more inquiry for that stock. 
It is also said on good authority that the International 
Paper Company came into the market last week and 


placed an order for 3,000 tons of sulphite. This’ had a 
good effect. It is noted that there is no unbleached sul- 
phite coming in from Europe and only very little from 
Canada. As a rule the manufacturers feel confident that 
the conditions of the market will enable them to maintain 
prices. 


Tariff Decisions.

Hemp Arrivals at Boston. 


Boston, May 22.—The sudden boom in the hemp trade 
has set merchants here figuring that it is the biggest port 
for imports in the country to Bahia and back. During the 
last six weeks the imports of hemp at this port have been 
unusually heavy, both from the Philippines and from 
Mexico. Since March 30, the barks Ancona, Wildwood 
and Avonia, and the ships Celeste Burrill and Treasurer, 
have arrived from Manila and Cebu, their cargoes aggre- 
gating 60,000 bales of hemp, valued at nearly $3,000,000. 


Forced Draft in Boilers. 


W. S. Hutton, in his “Steam Boiler Construction,” 
states that: “The economy that may be obtained by com- 
bustion with forced draft in a steam boiler is due to the 
increased rate of combustion and increased efficiency of 
the heating surfaces produced by it, resulting in increased 
boiler power. The increase of power obtained depends 
principally upon the quantity of air brought into intimate 
contact with the fuel in a given time, but the power of the 
boiler may generally be increased from 40 to 100 per cent. 
by the application of well arranged forced draft.”

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CASEIN PATENT LITIGATION. 


William A. Hall Brings Suit to Protect His Patents on the 
Use of Casein for Certain Purposes in Paper 
Coating or Glazing. 


The paper industry will no doubt be interested in the 
result of the suits now pending in relation to the use of 
casein in the treatment of paper. According to the papers 
in the suits, William A. Hall, of Bellows Falls, Vt., has 
brought two actions against the Quaker City Chemical 
Company, of Philadelphia, for alleged infringements, and 
two separate actions against Perkins, Goodwin & Co., of 
this city. Mr. Hall’s bills of complaint are based on al- 
leged infringements of patents owned by him, by which 
he claims certain “Improvements in Enameling Com- 
pound and Method of Producing the Same,” and the dis- 
covery of an “Improvement in Waterproofing Com- 
pounds.” “The exclusive right and liberty of making, con- 
structing, using and vending to others to be used, the 
said inventions and improvements,” are claimed by Mr. 
Hall under Letters Patent No. 626,537 and 609,200 (Re- 
issue No. 11,811). 

When asked about the suits for infringement on the 
Hall patents, Arthur von Briesen, the solicitor in the ac- 
tions, said to a representative of THE PAPER TRADE JouR- 
NAL this week: “These suits are not based on patents for 
the manufacture of casein. What we claim are certain pat- 
ents on processes for converting casein into a material 
for making insoluble porous clay coatings on paper. 

“Both patents are quite similar in the results obtained, 
but they cover different methods. One method, it is 
claimed, makes a coating which is absolutely insoluble, 
and which can even be washed and is yet absorbent enough 
to take the most rapid printing and lithographing. This 
style of coating has come into very general use within 
the past few years.” 

Mr. von Briesen said that these test cases probably 
would not come up for trial before next fall. 

These patents, the subject of the present litigation, have 


recently been acquired by the Casein Company of Amer- 
ica, of which William A. Hall is the president. 


Toilet Paper Trade Marks. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 21.—Judge Jenkins of the 
United States Court has handed down an important de- 
cision in the trademark suit of the Albany Perforated 
Wrapping Paper Company, of Albany, N. Y., against 
the John Hoberg Paper Company, of Green Bay. He 
dismisses the complaint for want of equity. The decision 
ends four years of litigation. The complaint demanded 
damages against the Green Bay Company of $65,000, for 
an alleged infringement by it of thirteen different trade- 
marks for perforated tissue paper. Judge Jenkins holds 
the doctrine that a manufacturer or dealer is entitled to 
but one trademark for a single class of goods, and it is the 
first time this has been held in the United States Court. 

Judge Jenkins says on this point: “A trademark must 
denote origin. A trademark is defined by Mr. Upton to 
be the name, symbol, figure, letter, form or device adopted 
and used by a manufacurer or merchant in order to 
designate the goods he manufactures or sells, and distin- 
guish them from those manufactured or sold by another, 
to the end that they may be known in the market as his, 
and thus enable him to secure such profits as result from 
a reputation for superior skill, industry or enterprise. The 
use of a thousand different trademarks to designate the 
article and its origin necessarily produces confusion, and 
fails of the single purpose of the trademark. This con- 
sideration has led me to the conclusion that the complain- 
ant, the originator of perforated rolled toilet paper, would 
not do that which would blind the public mind to the 
originator and manufacturer of the article, and would 
tend to dissipate its trade. A court of equity cannot be 
impressed by an appeal to protect that which produces 
infinite confusion. It may be that in the struggle for 
trade, the whims of retailers must be consulted, and that 
rivalry between dealers to present something attractive to 
the public eye must exist, but courts of equity do not sit to 
indulge the whims of purchasers, or to protect one in 
creating confusion.” 


POOLING COAL PURCHASES. 


It Is Proposed to Organize a Company to Supply Wiscon- 
sin Mills with Coal—Estimated That the Plants Use 
About 165,000 Tons Annually. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

APPLETON, Wis., May 21.—A meeting of paper manu- 
facturers was held in this city on Friday last, at the office 
of the Pulp Wood Company, the results of which may be 
very important to the paper making interests of the State 
The matter discussed was the project of forming a com- 
pany to supply all the paper mills with coal. It is figured 
that the mills use about 165,000 tons of coal annually, and 
it is thought that by the formation of a coal company for 
supplying this fuel to the mills according to their several 
requirements at least 50 cents a ton could be saved, which 
would of course amount to more than $80,000. 

At the meeting of the manufacturers all the mills in 
the State were represented either personally or by proxy, 
and the matter was very favorably considered. One manu- 
facturer stated to your correspondent that the plan is cer- 
tain to be carried out. It is understood that steps have 
been quietly taken along this line for some little time past, 
and among other things a competent man has been found 
for manager of the proposed company, and options have 
been secured upon dock property such as the company 
would need in Green Bay, Manitowoc and Sheboygan. 
It is expected that one of these places will be selected as 
the depot of supplies, and the coal will be brought there 
during the navigation season on the lakes. The coal ques- 
tion in the matter of supply, quality and price has always 
been a bothersome one to the manufacturers, from which 
they believe the plan outlined above will relieve them. 

Fox RIver. 


At a meeting of German paper makers, recently held 
at Ulm, it was unanimously agreed to raise the prices of 
white and tinted papers and news.

—Will Restrict Output Rather Than Reduce Prices

CuicaGo, May 21.—At a meeting of the manila and 
butchers’ manila manufacturers, held last week at the 
Great Northern Hotel, in Chicago, it was decided to shut 
down the mills for twenty days, beginning May 21. Prac- 
tically all the Western mills were represenied, and the 
shutdown was ordered to prevent further inroads on prices 
and to work off the surplus stock already on the market. 
The meeting decided to hold prices up wherever possible, 
deeming it necessary, in view of the high price of raw 
material, to limit the output rather than to reduce values.

Log Famine Threatened. 


White pine manufacturers of Minnesota, and to a less 
degree of Wisconsin, are showing considerable concern 
at the lack of water with which to float down the timber, 
says the American Lumberman. They have planned for a 
heavy output this year, in the full confidence that the 
market would take at prevailing prices all they could pro- 
duce. They have had no occasion to change their opinion, 
for while there is a degree of weakness in some other 
woods there was no indication that the supply of white 
pine would he in excess of an amount which could be 
readily disposed of. 

To find, therefore, that there is real danger, that a con- 
siderable percentage of the winter’s cut will be irremedi- 
ably hung up is a serious blow to their plans and hopes. 
It is by no means certain that good drives will not yet be 
made; there may be general rains throughout the North- 
west which will put the creeks and rivers at a driving stage 
and hold them there long enough to bring down the logs, 
and there may be floods which will break up the roll 
ways; but so far conditions have been very unsatisfactory 
and there are hundreds of millions of feet of logs, many of 
them in their original positions, which will require either 
a stage of water unusual for the season or especial labor 
and expense to get them out. In the meantime they are in 
danger of being destroyed by fire.

Already many mills have exhausted or are near the end 
of their early log supplies, and unless conditions change 
very materially within a week or two the cutting capacity 
of Minnesota will be largely out of commission until new 
supplies come in. 

Of course logging railroads are a greater factor in the 
situation than ever before, but they have all that they can 
do to take care of contracts already made and cannot be 
depended upon otherwise to relieve the situation to any 
material extent, even where they are able to reach the 
hung-up logs. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that weather conditions may 
change in favor of the lumbermen’s plans, but the proba- 
bilities now seem to be that anywhere from 10 to 20 per 
cent. of the logs cut in Minnesota will not reach the mills 
this year. 

In referring to the above a Western pulp manufacturer 
says: ‘The statement of conditions as to white pine ap- 
plies with equal force to pulp wood.”

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Our Paper Exports. 


We print in another column a few facts concerning the 
exports of paper and pulp of various countries, the article 
being based on a pamphlet published by the Philadelphia 
Commercial Museum. These facts are both interesting 
and instructive. They show that while the United States 
is the largest producer of paper, her paper manufacturers 
do not take full advantage of their opportunities. 

While our export trade has enlarged very much of late 
years, it has by no means grown to those proportions 
that it should reach, and that without doubt it can reach 
with the proper amount of energy intelligently directed. 
It will be noticed that the-countries south of us are cus- 
tomers of countries ‘‘across the water,” and that they 
buy very considerable quantities of paper and pulp from 
Great Britain, Austria-Hungary, Germany, Belgium, 
France and Italy. This should not be to the extent shown 
by the figures. The paper trade of this country certainly 
ought to be able to supply the greater part of the needs 
of the people of South and Central America and the West 
Indies, and it would seem as though there was something 
wrong when it is not done. 

Just at present there is a general tendency to a suspen- 
sion of work in most of the branches of the trade. While 
export business is not put forward as a panacea for all 
business ills, it cannot be denied that a large volume of 
demand from foreign markets would render less necessary 
the periodical shutting down of our mills. Manufacturers 


will do well to heed the suggestions given by the figures. 


Is This Consistent ? 


A portion of the report of the General Council of the 


British Paper Makers’ Association presented at the recent 


meeting in London reads as follows: 


In April, 1898, a deputation of paper makers waited 
upon Lord Strathcona and Mount Koyal, G. C. M. G., 
High Commissioner for Canada (resident in London), 
with reference to the lumber trade of that country and its 
connection with the British paper trade. The object of 
the deputation was to suggesc the desirability of an export 
duty being put upon logs going out of Canada into the 
United States, equivalent to the import duty, which the 
United S.atcs imposes upon sawn timber and wood pulp, 
as it was telt by paper makers in this country that by the 
system then in torce Canada was practicaily giving to 
the United States the whole benefit of her vast timber 
supply, to the detriment of British wood pulp manufac- 
turers who had established works in Canada, and to those 
who were contemplating the investment of capital in the 
wood puip industry. ine question has been considered 
by the Canadian Government, and information has been 
received from the High Commissioner to the effect that 
the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec have introduced 
measures restricting the export to the United States of 
pulp wood, the object being to promote and develop the 
wood pulp industry of Canada. In Ontario an act has 
been passed by which a clause has to be inserted in the 
licenses or permits granted to cut wood (which have to be 
renewed annually) cailing for the manufaciure of the same 
within the Province. 

Great Britain has al- 


This certainly sounds peculiar. 


ways prided herself on being a free trade nation. Her 
statesmen and business men have always been loud in their 
assertions that the whole world could exchange its mer- 
chandise for British gold without the interference of any 
tariff regulations, except on spirits and tobacco. 

Now comes the British paper maker, and in an official 
report he acknowledges that he has been using Canada as 
a “catspaw,” in that he urged her to put in operation most 
stringent tariff regulations, in the foundation principle of 
which he had no belief when at home. Evidently he is a 
free trader in England and a protectionist in Canada. 

It may be well for our paper makers to remember that 
the recent restrictive legislation and decrees with which 
Canada has hampered their efforts to obtain pulp and pulp 
wood were taken at the instigation of British paper makers. 


Fires and the News Market.

One has for its object the formation of a com- 
pany to take over the English and Scotch tub sized mills 
and the other seeks to do the same for the Scotch mills 
using esparto. The details of the plan are not yet made 
public. It will be remembered that some time ago an 
effort was made to bring the “news” mills of Great 
Britain into a combination, but it did not meet with suc- 
cess. The paper makers to whom the promoters appeal 
in the present instances may, however, view matters in a 
different light, and may be inclined to look favorably on 
the proposals. It will be interesting to watch the course 
of events. 


Following the fire a few months ago at the Oughty 
Bridge Paper Mills in England, there was keen competition 
between English and American builders to replace the de- 
stroyed equipment, the contract being finally placed in the 
home market. The Lloyd’s Sittingbourne Mill, in Eng- 
land, burned this week, contained both English and Amer- 
ican built paper machines. The rebuilding of the mill 
(and in the absence of information to the contrary we 
assume that it will be rebuilt) will undoubtedly give our 
United States paper machinery men a chance for business. 
They should be prepared to accept the chance when it is 
offered.

FOREIGN NOTEs. 





The failure is announced of the old established firm of 
J. H. Pallisen, of St. Petersburg, the liabilities being 5.500,- 
cco roubles. The firm is a large holder in various Rus- 
sian paper mills. 

Paper imports into Mexico for the seven months end- 
ing January, 1900, were valued at $1,235,000, compared 
with $1,005,000 in the same period ending January, 1899. 
and $790,000 in the seven months to January, 1898. 

At an adjourned quarterly meeting of the Scottish Pa- 
per makers’ Association, recently held, it was unanimously 
agreed that the advance of one-eighth of a penny per 
pound recently obtained in many cases is insufficient to 
meet the increased cost of production and that a further 
advance is absolutely necessary. 

The exports of paper from Bohemia (Austria-Hungary) 
in 1899 amounted to 1,023,239 met. cent., of the value of 
$8,285,480. An improvement is shown compared with the 
previous year, when the exports were 949,138 met. cent., 
of the value of $7.670,005. The quantity exported to Great 
Britain was 64,689 met. cent.; to Italy, 174,584 met. cent.; 
Germany, 165,642 met. cent.; British Colonies, 93,671 met. 
cent.; France, 102,662 met. cent., and Egypt, 43.504 met. 
cent. 

Of the proposition to have the Canadian Government 
reduce the rate of postage on newspapers, the Canadian 
Trade Review says: “A report from Ottawa has it that 
the rate of postage on newspapers will be reduced to a 
quarter of a cent a pound. If this represents a fair re- 
muneration for the carriage of the newspapers the change 
is to be commended, but it should be made to apply to 
all newspapers. The great unfairness of the present ar- 
rangement is that it only makes some of the newspapers 
pay, and the better the paper the more it has to pay.” 

The accounts of the Imperial Paper Company, India, 
for the half year to December 31, state that the revenue 


account shows a profit of Rs. 24,314, while profit and 
loss account, after allowing interest on debentures and 
advances, and Rs. 1.017 brought forward from last half 


year, exhibits at debit Rs. 14.877. The result of the half 
year’s working is very unsatisfactory, owing to severe 
competition by home manufacturers and among the local 
mills, and prices declined. The cost of production in- 
creased through shortness in supplies of grass, thus com- 
pelling them to import materials from Europe at consid- 
erable expense. The prospects for the current half year 
are only fair. Demand has improved, but rates are still 
low. T. T. Booth, the mill manager, resigned his 
post in December, and arrangements have been made to 
secure an experienced manager from England. 


LLOYD’S MILL BURNED. 


The Sittingbourne Plant, with Its Nine Paper Machines, 
Destroyed—It Was the Largest News Mill in 
Great Britain. 


A cable dispatch from London announces that the Daily 
Chronicle paper mill, Sittingbourne, England, owned by 
Edward Lloyd, Ltd., was destroyed by fire May 16. The 
loss is placed at $1,000,000. 

The mill contained one 90-inch, two 100-inch, one 106- 
inch, one 112-inch, one 118-inch, one 126-inch, two 135-inch 
and one 137-inch paper machines, one of the machines hav- 
ing been built by the Bagley & Sewall Company, of Water- 
town, N. Y., and another by the Pusey & Jones Company, 
of Wilmington, Del. The mill made book and news and 
had an output of about 100 tons a day. 

Edward Lloyd, Ltd., is the concern which recently 
bought the paper and pulp plant at Sturgeon Falls, Can- 
ada, about which there has been so much talk of late. 

The particulars in regard to the burning of the Lloyd’s 
mill at Sittingbourne, Kent County, England, have not 
as yet reached this country. W. H. Whyte, the Sturgeon 
Falls representative of the house, who has been on a visit 
to England, was to arrive Tuesday of this week on the 
Ivernia. For some unexplained reason, Mr. Whyte did 
not take that boat, as was expected. His associate in 
the work at Sturgeon Falls, R. W. Sindall, was in town 
to meet Mr. Whyte on his arrival. In conversation with a 
representative of THe Paper TRADE JouRNAL, Mr. Sin- 
dall said: “I have as yet no information in regard to the 
fire; all I know is that there was a fire at the Sitting- 
bourne mill. Beyond that all I can do is to guess about 
its extent. I note that the damage is put at £200,000. If 
it is as large as that, which I doubt, the mill must be crip- 
pled seriously. The chances are that only one of the two 
buildings in which the paper machines are housed was 
destroyed. There are four machines in one building and 
six in the other. I am inclined to think that only one 
building, with its machines, is damaged. Our Mr. Whyte, 
who was to arrive to-day, may be able to tell you some- 
thing further when he reaches town. If he sailed on the 
Ivernia he must have left England before the fire; so he 
probably would not know anything more about it than we 
do here.” 

At the offices of the International Paper Company it was 
stated that while the details of the fire were not known, the 
impression was strong that the mill was not completely 
destroyed. This supposition was inferred from the fact 
that the call for paper from the company was not as large 
as it would have been if the mill was a total loss. It was 
also stated that shipments to help the Lloyds had already 
gone forth, but to what extent was not known. As the 
Lloyds supply either all or part of the paper used by the 
Daily Mail, Daily Express and the Londen 
Chronicle, their predicament at present is considered rather 
However, under the English form of news con- 
tract the burning of a manufacturer’s mill exempts hitn 
from all damages for his failure to furnish paper. 

The Lloyds will restore their plant to its former capacity 
just as soon as the work can be done. To this end they 
sent cablegrams to all the leading paper machine builders 
at home and in this country the day after the fire. One of 
the machines used by the Lloyds was built by the Bagley 
& Sewall Company. This was the first American machine 
which the Lloyds installed. Recently the Lloyds invited 
bids for two more American machines, but wanted them 
in a great hurry. The Pusey & Jones Company, Wilming- 
ton, Del., got the contract for these machines. One of 
these had been put in and was running. The other one 
was either up’or was about to be erected at the time of the 
fire. If the American machine builders can accept the 
orders from the Lloyds it is understood that the new 
machines will be ordered in this country. 

The burning of the Sittingbourne Mill has stiffened the 
market for news somewhat in this country. Still the local 
manufacturers of news say that the damage to the mill 
cannot be as great as it was first reported, else the call 
from London for news would be much stronger. It is 
prophesied that the Lloyds will manage to tide over their 
present trouble by picking up small quantities of news 
from a number of different sources.

Urban, of Buffalo, and others, who own the Buffalo and 
Niagara Falls Electric Light and Power Company. This 
is the company which furnishes Niagara Falls city lighting. 
There is some talk of a tissue paper plant being estab- 
lished there, but nothing has developed as yet. 


It is reported that E. S. Ingersoll & Son, Seneca Falls. 
N. Y., have just completed an erder for 15 tons of 
tissue paper to be used for wrapping, by a large fancy 
glass manufacturing concern, which has taken sixteen 
days cf twenty-four hours to make. The whole lot as 
shipped has made 10,350,000 sheets. Mr. Ingersoll figures 
that if the order had been left in one continuous strip, as 
it left the machine, it would have been 3% feet wide and 
600 miles long.

Paper Feeding Machine—Paper Register—Pipe Covering— 
Filler for Lubricators—Furnace for Steam Boilers

A paper feeding machine, by Talbot C. Dexter, Pearl 
Kiver, N. Y., Patent No. 649,821, consists of a support for 
a pile of sheets, a guideway or bracket supported above the 
pile of sheets, a vertically movable self adjusting buckling 
frame mounted in said guideway or bracket, and means for 
limiting the downward movement of the said frame in its 
guideway. Connected with the said buckler frame is a 
buckling finger and operating mechanism, and pile engag- 
ing feet or clamps journaled upon the buckler frame. 

A paper registering instrument, by Talbot C. Dexter, 
Pearl River, N. Y., assignor to the Dexter Folder Com- 
pany, New York, N. Y., Patent No. 649,822, consists of 
paper folding rollers and sheet delivering tapes disposed 
parailel with said folding rollers, and a paper registering 
instrument consisting of an arm suspended from a pivot 
disposed axially parallel with the tapes-and provided with 
a breast to engage a slit in the sheet while traveling in a 
direction parallel with the folding rollers, and means for 
sustaining the said arm normally in position to engage the 
suit in the paper. 

A pipe covering, Paient No. 649,469, by John A. McCon- 
nell, Allegheny, Pa., is a tubular non-conducting covering 
for pipes and other cylindrical bodies, formed in sections 
and composed of layers of non-conducting materials sei 
in coiled or convoluted form, and having a circuitous pas- 
sage within the coils through which the pipe passes. 

A filler for lubricators, by William McNeill, Chicago, 
lil., assignor to Thomas McNeill, same place, Patent No. 
649,613, consists of a reservoir adapted to contain oil, a 
siphon having its shorter leg immersed in the oil in the 
said reservoir and having the lubricator included in its 
longer leg, and means for displacing the oil in the lubrica- 
tor by condensation from a steam pipe. 

A furnace for steam boilers, Patent No. 649,664, has been 
invented by William R. Hines, Cleveland, Ohio. The fur- 
nace is at the front end of the boiler, having grate bars, 
and a fire brick arch above said bars forming separate cok- 
ing and combustion chambers, this arch extending from 
the front of the boiler setting to the rear and substantially 
on parallel lines but separated irom said boiler, and a 
bridge wall beneath said boiler forming the inner end wall 
of the furnace and having an outlet passage for the prod- 
ucts of combustion above the wall and beneath the boiler 
of less area than the outlet mouth of the combustion 
chamber. 

A process for producing solid homogeneous casein, 
Patent No. 649,690, by William A. Hall, Bellows Falls, 
Vt., assignor to the Lactroid Company, of New Jersey, 
consists in hydrating the casein by grinding and thorough- 
ly agitating the same in water so that the water is beaten 
into every cell of the casein, thus forming a thin pulp, and 
afterward removing the surplus water from the casein pulp 
by draining, and then drying the product and permitting 
the same to shrink together. 

A draft regulator, Patent No. 649,763, by Gregory H. 
Scharf, Ypsilanti, Mich., assignor to the G. H. Scharf 
Company, same place, consists of the combination of a 
stack having a draft opening formed in the outer wall 
thereof, a damper controlling the draft opening in the stack, 
this damper being normally open, a draft damper normally 
closed, an actuating device for simultaneously operating 
the dampers, a fuel door controlling the setting of the ac- 
tuating device, and a retarding mechanism for timing the 
period of operation of said actuating device. 

-A tube cleaner, Patent No. 649,839, by Thomas J. Hart, 
Buffalo, N. Y., assignor to the Sherwood Manufacturing 
Company, same place, has a rotary head, with longitudi- 
nal arms pivoted at their rear ends to said head to swing 
at their front ends toward and from the same, and has 
longitudinal journals with disc cutters mounted on them. 
A spider is mounted on the front portion of the head and 
has its outwardly projecting arms provided with cutting 
edges for removing the excess of scale in advance of the 
disc cutters. 


The Moore & White Shake. 


The Moore & White suspension “shake,” manufactured 
by the Moore & White Company, Philadelphia, Pa., is in 
active demand nowadays. 

The Moore & Thompson Paper Company, Bellows 
Falls, Vt., has ordered a new 76-inch Fourdrinier part 
fitted with the new shake. 

The Parsons Paper Company, Holyoke, Mass., has or- 
dered through the Rice, Barton & Fales Machine and Iron 
Company a Moore & White shake for its new 96-inch 
machine. 

The Jessup & Moore Paper Company, Philadelphia, 
after thoroughly testing the Moore & White shake, has de- 


cided to apply it to its machines, and its 68-inch machine 
at its Rockland Mill is now being equipped with the new 
shake and a longer wire. 

The Megargee Paper Mills, Modena, Pa., have placed 
an order with the Moore & White Company for a suspen- 
sion shake for their 76-inch machine. 

The Oxford Paper Company, Rumford Falls, Me., has 
decided to use the Moore & White shake on its new 128- 
inch and 146-inch machines. 


The Burt Exhaust Head. 


There is illustrated herewith the Burt exhaust head, 
which is manufactured by the Burt Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Akron, Ohio. The head is made from extra heavy 
iron, lapped, riveted and soldered, and is covered with 
anti-rust paint. The joints, seams and attachments are 
water tight. The exhaust steam, after coming in through 
the pipe, strikes the cone immediately over the inlet. 
This cone separates the steam into the finest particles, 
condensing some of the vapor. The greater volume cf 
steam rises up to the small projection extending around

the top of the head, and is held there for an instant, caus- 
ing the particles of water and oil to drop by force 
of gravity down between the double walls on the side 
and out through the drip below, and it is claimed that 


the Burt head will condense the greatest amount 
of steam. The manufacturer claims that the head 
does not whistle or shriek in operation, that it is 
built to meet modern requirements, and_ that it 


has been subjected to the severest tests under varying con- 
ditions, without being found wanting in any essential. It 
is also claimed for it that it prevents the drenching and 
rotting of the roof and building, that it prevents injury to 
adjoining property, as well as the dripping of water on the 
street, and that it saves water and fuel. The company guar- 
antees every head, and should one prove defective, it will 
be replaced without expense to the user. 

The company issues a neat booklet illustrating and de- 
scribing Burt’s exhaust head, which it will be pleased

The Strength of Paper. \/ 


Experiments have been made at the Royal Technical 
Experimental Station, at Berlin, in order to solve the 
question of whether the operations of folding and print- 
ing affect the strength of paper. Kirchner’s folding ma- 
chine was used, consisting of a heavy (7.5 kilo.) iron roller 
(150 mm. diameter), provided with a central flange fitting 
exactly into a grooved rail, along which the roller runs. 
A strip of the sample paper, 15 mm. broad, likewise exactly 
fitting the groove, was folded back upon itself, laid in 
the grove and the roller run over it first in one direction 
and then in the other. After removal, the paper was 
tested for tensile strength in the usual way, the expan- 
sion being at the same time noted. The difference between 
these numbers and those obtained with the original un- 


‘folded sample expressed in per cent. of the latter give the 


“loss in breaking strength” and “loss in stretching power” 
of the paper on folding, respectively. Some eighty-seven 
normal papers were examined, and it was found that (1) 
the loss in stretching power was greater, both in the 
machine direction and at right angles to it, than the loss 
in breaking strength; (2) the loss in breaking strength 
in the machine direction is greater than at right angles 
to it: (3) and the loss in stretching power in most cases 
obeys the same law. The results are tabulated at length in 
the original. The lowest mean loss in breaking strength 
observed was 4.7 per cent. and the greatest was 48.5 per 
cent., and the lowest loss in stretching power was 14.3 
per cent. and the greatest was 78.7 per cent. It was found 
that printing exerts no influence on the breaking strength 
or stretching power of paper, except with newspaper, 
which shows, after printing, a slight decrease in the former, 
although the latter property remains unaltered. 


AMONG THE MILLS. 


Some Kinks on a New Machine—A Home Made Guide—A 
Canvas Machine Hood—Boilers, Furnaces and 
Stokers—Cleaning Fires. 
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CARTHAGE, N. Y., May 21, 1900.—Business is first class 
in this town. Everything is booming to the extent of its 
possibility. As one manufacturer put it: ‘I’m afraid to 
go to the post office every morning, for orders keep com- 
ing, and I’ve got more now than I know what to do with.” 

This is the first time I have seen the new Black & Claw- 
son Company machine at the Island Mill in operation. 
It is a good solid one, anyway. There are three heavy 
stacks of calenders, and they are built so that almost any- 
thing in the line of water finish can be arranged for. A 
home made guide for the paper in front of each stack took 
my eye, and I found that each one consisted of a stout 
piece of wood at least 2 inches thick—and sometimes 
3—by 4 or 5 inches wide. A strip of iron was fas- 
tened to the edge of the guide over which the paper 
drew, and five or six lag screws, put through the wood so 
as to bear against the iron, served to give to the latter any 
desired degree of crown. In actual practice with the three 
guides on the stacks, the strap was thrown out on an aver- 
age three-quarters of an inch in the centre, tapering from 
that amount down to nothing. By having the guide thus 
high or full in the centre of the width of the machine, the 
paper was at all times guided smoothly, and the local ten- 
sion can be changed at any moment by simply loosening 
or tightening the lag screws or adjustment bolts. I also 
noted that each stack of calenders was fitted with a hand 
ratchet business for turning the middle roll around when 
the clutch is out of gear. The hood over the dryers of this 
machine was peculiar to that machine alone. The 
wooden roof was so built that it came down nearly to 
and close around the ends of the dryers. From the eaves 
of the wooden roof old dryer canvas was suspended, be- 
ing nailed or otherwise fastened thereto, and falling 
mighty close to the ends of the cylinders. In fact, there 
was not over one inch of space between the canvas and 
the ends of the dryers. By means of this arrangement 
very little steam was allowed to escape into the room from 
around the dryers, yet the machine tenders could at any 
instant readily get at the dryers by pushing against the old 
canvas until it was out of the way. 

Necessarily a good deal of steam is used here and two 
Cooke boilers are supplying all the steam used in the 
mill. This boiler is an upright affair, consisting of two 
drums connected by vertical tubes. When fired correctly, 
these boilers seem to be capable of doing a good deal of 
economical work, but when driven, as they are at the 
Island Mill, the bill for repairs must necessarily be large. 
These boilers were being operated under forced draft, a 10- 
inch pipe being served with a fan running about 5,000 
revolutions per minute, and driven by an independent en- 
gine. At the time I saw it, the fan was supplying both 
boilers with air, but there was another fan so arranged that 
when the second machine had to be run, a fan could be at- 
tached direct to each boiler, and the fire driven to such a 
high temperature that the furnace loked like the inside 
of an iron melting cupola, instead of a boiler furnace. In 
the Cooke boiler, the heat and flame strike against one 
side of the tubes just above their junction with the lower 
drum or cylinder. As a consequence, these tubes are 
burned out very quickly, and have to be renewed fre- 
quently. The forcing also causes the seams of the lower 
drum to leak, and relief should be provided at once by put- 
ting in another boiler. Then, the Jones’ underfeed stokers, 
with which the boilers are fitted, would have a better . 
chance. Now, the firing is so fierce, that frequently the 
steam cylinders are unable to force the fresh charge of coal 
into the furnace, and the stoker sticks until the fire is stir- 
red up with a bar, so as to let the stoker act. With an- 
other boiler, this heavy firing would be unnecessary. 

I noted that these same stokers were handling soft coal, 
and I must say that the combustion was very complete as 
far as could be observed by the look of what came out of 
the chimney. There was no heavy black smoke whatever. 
Soon after firing there was a thin gray vapor driven out 
of the chimney, and even that disappeared in a few min- 
utes. Cleaning the fires in these furnaces seems a very 
simple and easy matter. The fire was allowed to burn 
down a little after a full head of steam—130 pounds—had 
been gotten up. Then a little of the fire on one side of the 
furnace was poked one side with the fire bar, which was 
then also used to stir up the fire from the bottom. After 
this, it was only necessary to pull out the clinkers with a 
hook bar. All the cinder seems to work out toward the 
sides of the furnace, and there it is found in a narrow place 
along the sides. It is not one-tenth the work of cleaning 
a fire with the ordinary hand fired boiler furnace. Truly, 
the underfeed stoker is a cinch, even when the coal has to 
be all shoveled into the hoppers from the floor level. 
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TROUBLE OVER WOOD CONTRACT. 


St. Regis Paper Company Seeks to Compel the Santa Clara 
Lumber Company to Live Up to a Contract—Pulp 
Wood Supply Involved. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Watertown, N. Y., May 21.—An injunction secured a 
few days ago in Justice Frank H. Hiscock’s court, by the 
St. Regis Paper Company, of Great Bend, restraining the 
Santa Clara Lumber Company, of Franklin County, from 
sélling its timber lands in the Adirondacks to the Brook- 
lyn Cooperage Company, which had already contracted 
for the purchase of the same, was only the preliminary 
step in the commencement of one of the most important 
suits recently brought in this section of the State, whereby 
the St. Regis Company seeks to enforce the performance 
of a contract vital to its interests. 

The Santa Clara Lumber Company, whiclf is the owner 
of 32,000 acres of timber land in Franklin. County, con- 
tracted in August, 1898, with the St. Regis: Paper Com- 
pany, of Great Bend, this county, to furnish the latter 
with 1,200 cords of pulp wood a month for ten years at 
$9 a cord, the St. Regis Company to have, the option of 
renewing the contract for ten years more. 

Payment was to be made from time to time on the 
pulp wood to cover the cost of the work, and it was stipu- 
lated in the contract that the lumber company should 
not dispose of the property during the life of the con- 
tract. After the St. Regis Company had paid about 
$25,000, a dispute arose as to the payments, which differ- 
ence of opinion the St. Regis Paper Company offered to 
arbitrate. The Santa Clara Company would not agree to 
arbitration of the matter and notified the St. Regis Com- 
pany that the contract was rescinded and tendered in repay- 
ment the money advanced, which was refused. 

Soon afterward the St. Regis Company learned that 
preparations had been made by the Santa Clara Company 
to sell 10,000 acres of the land upon which the former de- 
pended for supplying its mill now in process of construc- 
tion with pulp wood, and as the export duty placed by the 
Canadian Government on pulp timber since the drawing 
of the contract in question had advanced the price of that 
material about $2 a cord, it was decided to contest the 
matter of the repudiation of the contract in the courts 
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The temporary injunction referred to was accordingly 


/f secured, and a motion to make the same permanent is re- 


turnable before Justice L. W. Russell, at Canton, on 
June 2. 

An ex-parte motion for an order modifying or vacating 
the temporary injunction was made last Thursday before 
Justice Hiscock by Henry W. Jessup, of New York, rep- 
resenting the Santa Clara Lumber Company. The con- 
tention of Mr. Jessup was that the plaintiff’s affidavits 
showed that the Santa Clara Company had the right to 
rescind: the contract which it had availed itself of, and 
that the plaintiff, the St. Regis Paper Company, had a 
remedy in an action at law to recover damages. 

To the latter part of Mr. Jessup’s contention Watson M. 
Rogers, one of the attorneys for the plaintiff, replied that 
the damages could not be determined for ten and possibly 
for twenty years. Going outside the papers in the case, 
Mr. Jessup then maintained that the Santa Clara Com- 
pany would be irreparably injured if the temporary in- 
junction was not vacated or at least modified, as the said 
company had pending a contract with the Brooklyn Coop- 
erage Company, which would have to be consummated 
to-day or not at all, as the option which had been ex- 
tended to this date would not be renewed, and the money 
which the Santa Clara Company expected to receive from 
the sale of the tract in question it intended to use in the 
purchase of another timber tract. 

Mr. Rogers, on the other hand, contended that in the 
event of the vacating of the injunction and the sale of the 
property, irreparable injury would be done the St. Regis 
Company, as it could not secure at the present time so 
advantageous a contract as that now held. 

Justice Hiscock said, after hearing both sides, that he 
could not continue an injunction which would prevent 
the consummation of a valuable contract, unless a sat- 
isfactory bond was furnished. Mr. Jessup thought that 
a bond for $300,000 would about cover his client’s pros- 
pective loss, but Justice Hiscock held that he could not 
take into consideration the loss the Santa Clara Company 
might suffer from its inability to purchase land with the 
money expected from the Brooklyn Cooperage Company, 
and decided that a bond of $100,000 would be sufficient. 
The bond was furnished to-day. 

On Friday the parties and attorneys met and made a 
partial compromise, whereby the Cooperage Company 
agrees to assume the Santa Clara contracts and carry it 
out, provided the contract with the St. Regis Company is 






finally adjudged to be in force, and the bond required was 
reduced to $50,000. F. M.

Electrolytic Bleaching of Wood Pulp. 


In order to avoid the dynamos of special design, and 
also to prevent corrosion of electrodes, Corbin has 
adopted, at Lancey, the following modification of the Her- 
mite process: The trough contains two electrodes at the 
ends, and eleven intermediate insulated. electrodes, all 
fixed in frames, fitting in tightly. The plates are all of 
platinum, and the intermediate plates serve as double 
electrodes. The connecting cables are fixed outside the 
trough, and by varying the number of intermediate plates 
any tension may be applied. At Lancey the thirteen plates 
receive currents of 150 ampéres at 120 volts. The elec- 
trolyte is sea salt solution, and the process is continuous. 
each cell can bleach 750 kilos. of bisulphite pulp to extra 
whiteness.—British Paper Maker.

The Liverpool Chemical Market. 


J. P. Brunner & Co., in a letter just received, speak of 
the Liverpool, England, market for heavy chemicals as 


follows: 

The market for heavy chemicals continues quiet as far 
as fresh business is concerned, but manufacturers keep 
fairly busy with contract deliveries. The shipments of 
bleaching powder and alkali for the month ending April 
30 last, taken from the Board of Trade returns, are as 
follows: Total exports to all quarters, including United 
States, cwts.: Alkali, 332,021; bleaching powder, 112,053. 
Exports to United States alone: Alkali, 77,896; bleaching 
powder, 84,879. 

As compared with -the corresponding month of 
1899, the exports under the head of alkali show an 
improvement, while the shipments of bleaching powder 
have slightly decreased. Taking into account the very 
heavy exports of bleach for the first three months of this 
year, it is not surprising that the quantity is now falling off 
somewhat. Soda ash is in fair request, at the usual varying 
prices, according to export market. We quote spot range 
for tierces about as follows: Leblanc ash, 48 per cent., 
£4 15s. to £5 per ton; 58 per cent., £5 5s. to £5 1os. per ton, 
net cash. Ammonia ash, 48 per cent., £4 5s. to £4 10s. per 
ton; 58 per cent., £4 10s. to £4 15s. per ton, net cash. Bags 
5s. per ton under price for tierces. Soda crystals firm, 
for most markets £3 2s. 6d. per ton, less 5 per cent., being 
quoted for barrels, or 7s. less for bags, with special terms 
for a few favored quarters. Caustic soda is well main- 
tained in prices; high strength very scarce. We quote 
spot range as follows: 60 per cent., £9 5s.; 70 per cent., 
£10 5s.; 74 per cent., £10 15s.; 76 per cent., £11 to £11 10s. 
per ton, net cash. Bleaching powder is neglected, and 
nearest value for hardwood is about £6 15s. to £7 per ton, 
net cash, but there’ is very little fresh business passing.
